Cleveland, O., May 19 .—That there 
is a strong comb ination of practically 
all the Chinamen in the United States 
formed to fight for what they consider 
their legal rights of entering and ac­ 
quiring a residence in the United 
States is stated b y Ben Lee, a well- 
known local Chinaman, who is at the 
head of the local b ranch of the organ­ 
ization. 
Ben Lee stated 
that the Chinese 
have received advices from Sir Cheng 
tung Liang Chong, the Chinese min­ 
ister to Washington, that he has re­ 
ceived orders from the Chinese gov­ 
ernment to see that the Chinese in 
this country protect their richts b y 
organizing. 
The first test of their 
strength was made when six Chinamen 
were tried b efore I nited States Com­ 
missioner Moore at Indianapolis re­ 
cently . and In which the results were 
found satisfactory . The same strength 
will b e used in the approaching trial 
of other Chinamen here. 
The organization, according to Ben 
Lee, dates since the visit of Prince Pu 
Lun to this country a y ear ago. 
Moy 
Kee of Indianapolis. one of the most 
prominent Chinamen in the United 
States, is said to he the active head 
of the association in this part of the 
country , receiving instructions from 
Sir Ohengtung Liang Cheng. 
Ben Lee 
denied that there were any Chinese 
Masonic societies engaged in this, b ut 
said that all memb ers of the race alike 
were united without regard to their 
affiliation with any of the Six Com­ 
panies. 
An appeal will he taken In federal 
court in this city next week in the 
case of a Chinaman who has b een or 
dered deported from the United States 
in conformity with the Chinese ex 
elusion law. 
J. P. Ikawley . who has 
b een engaged as counsel for one China 
man. will argue that inasmuch as the 
treaty b etween the United States and 
China upon which the Chinese exclu­ 
sion law is b ased has expired, there is 
no longer any exclusion law in exist­ 
ence. 
Half a dozen other Chinamen 
are involved in the decision. 
It is 
said that Chinamen from all over the 
state are interested in the outcome of 
this appeal. 
Should Judge Tay ler up­ 
hold the order of deportation, appeal 
will b e taken to the supreme court of 
the United States.

Ma ny Fa rmers Reg ret Tha t They 


Did No t Sew Mo re

F anners of Eastern Indiana are now 
regretting that they did n o t sow more 
wheat last fall. 
Seldom in tlie history 
of the country , they say . have the 
prospects b een as good for wheat crops 
thia y ear, as the little wheat which 
w as'pnt out last fall escaped the win 
ter w ith hardly any damage. 
Especi­ 
ally if the oats crop i* a little short 
w ill the farm ers regret not sowing 
wheat. 
The ¡ast few y ears of b ad, or rather 
poor wheat 
crops, caused many to 
b elieve that this crop was losing >'ts 
valne as a wheat raising section, and 
they turned to oats and corn for their 
crop*. 
A small acreage of wheat was 
pat oat, and is now in first class con 
dition. 
All the reports from the small 
and few fields are encouraging and 
those who are grow ing the grain are 
now thinking of the “ good old w heat” 
they expect to have in the b ins this 
fail. 
The acreage of oats is large, and 
may in some degree offset the disap­ 
pointm ent of those who did not put 
out any wheat. 
If the com is not 
b lown,down, prob ab ly a greater acre­ 
age of wheat w ill b e put out this fall 
than for y ears. 
If the com is down 
in the autum n not so mnch w ill b e 
sown as more work is required to get 
the ground in good condition.

The I. & O. Traction company re­

which gives a description of the I. A 
C. road from an electrical standpoint. 
On account of the I. & O. b eing the 
first road w ith a single-phase alterna­ 
ting current equipm ent, it is creating 
some interest in electrical railw ay c ir­ 
cles all over the world. 
There is a road in Germany which 
uses tlie alternating current—the Ber- 
lin-Zossen line, which runs regular} 
at a speed of 120 miles an hour, b nt 
this is a three-phase sy stem, conse­ 
quently it has three trolley wires, one 
ab ove the other, tapped b y three b ow 
trolley s. 
The Rushville-IndianajHdis 
line is the first single-phase road in 
ojwration. 
The German journal in its 
description of the road gives all meas­ 
urem ents in m eters—the length of the 
road b etween Rushville and Indian­ 
apolis b eing given as fifi kilometers.

Philadelp hia, May 19.—Amid scenes 
of disorder unp recedented in the an­ 
nals of Philadelp hia’s legislative body , 
the city council last night voted to 
lease 
the city ’s gas works to the 
United Gas Imp rovement comp any for 
a term of seventy -five y ears for the 
total sum of $ 25,000,000. the money to 
be p aid in various amounts beforb the 
and of 1907. 
Council’s chambers and 
committee rooms were crowded with 
ax cited citizens p rotesting against the 
lease to the United Gas Imp rovement 
comp any , from 1 p . m., when the p ro­ 
ceedings op ened in the finance com­ 
mittee rooms, until after 8 p . m., when 
the select council p assed the bill and 
lent-it to the may or. 
The climax was reached when the 
vote in common council was announc­ 
ed after three hours of debate. 
The 
moment President George McCurdy of 
the common council announced the 
vote a great up roar was started in the 
gallery , which was crowded to the 
doors. From all over the gallery came 
hisses and cries of ‘Thieves.” 
The 
outburst was somewhat startling to 
the p residing officer, who made a vain 
effort to quell It. 
Finally he sent for 
a squad of p olice to clear the gallery , 
which started the disorder anew. The 
crowd continued to hiss and call the 
councilmen thieves and other names 
until the p olice arrived and started to 
clear the gallery . 
In clearing the gal­ 
lery there were several clashes be­ 
tween the p olice and some of the sp ec­ 
tators, but no one was hurt. 
All through the session of the com­ 
mon council there w’as disorder. 
In 
the select council there were so many 
p olicemen on duty that no one dared 
to interrup t the p roceedings. 
There 
was neither a ^heer nor hiss when the 
bill p assed that body . Fifteen minutes 
after the bill p assed the common coun­ 
cil it was taken by the select chamber, 
which had taken a recess to await the 
measure. 
It was read quickly and a 
motion to p ostp one action for the 
p resent was defeated. 
Samuel Cro- 
thers, who fought the bill In this 
chamber, shook hiR fist in the face of 
the leaders and said It was the “black­ 
est crime ever p erp etrated by councils 
on the city of Philadelp hia.” 
Those 
who favored the bill said the city was 
in urgent need of money and that p ub­ 
lic sentiment was not against the 
lease. 
The agitation agalr.st the p assage 
of the bill resulted in common coun­ 
cil amending the measure so as to p ro­ 
vide for a slight reduction in the p rice 
of gas. 
The amendment as adop ted 
p rovides that the p rice of gas from 
the date of the lease until Jan. 1, 1911, 
shall be 
$ 1 p er 1.000 cubic feet, the 
same as the p resent p rice; from 1911 
to 1921. 95 cents: from 1921 to 1916. 
90 cents; from 1916 to 1956, 85 cents, 
and thereafter until the ex p iration of 
the lease in 1980. 80 cents. 
May or Weaver has announced him­ 
self as unalterably op p osed to the 
lease and in favor of a p ostp onement 
of the whole question until 1907. when 
the first ten y ears of the p resent thfrty 
y ears lease to the United Gas Imp rove­ 
ment comp any will ex p ire. 
At that 
time the city has the right to take 
back the works on p ay ment to the 
gas comp any of the amount of money - 
ex p ended in imp rovements. 
May or 
Weaver is ex p ected to veto the bill, 
and in* that event both chambers wih 
p robably p ass it over his veto.
